7. TURNING TO BILATERAL AFFAIRS, THE SECRETARY INQUIRED" WHETHER 
HUANG HAD RECEIVED ANY REFLECTIONS FROH PEKING ABOUT THE POSSIBLE 
PRESIDFNTIAL VISIT*. HUANG NOTED THAT THE SECRETARY HAD BEGUN THE 
CONVERSATION BY COMMENTING THAT HE HAD SEEN VARIOUS COMMENTS 

BY PRC LEADERS IN THE PRESS. HE EXPLICITLY REFERRED TO VICE 
PREMIER TENG HSIAO-P ■ ING'S COMMENTS TO THE AMERICAN SOCIETY OF 
NEWSPAPER EDITORS! DELEGATION*. HUANG REPEATED TENG'S COMMENT 
THAT IF THE PRESIDENT WISHES TO VISIT THE PRC, THE CHINESE WILL 
HELCOMF HIM. HE FURTHER ELABORATED THAT IF THE PRESIDENT WANTS. TO
